WEHOFEN, NEAR DUISBURG. Germany. Marcii 28 (U.R) 
German machine guhners raked the crowded entrnnceH of 
an abandoned coal mine to jircvent the aiirrendcr of 7.000 
of their own civiiiniia who had huddled inside without food 
and ivater for four days and nlBhta. 

Theae civilians, mostly old men, ivomen and children 
find been trapped in a no-man's land, still were livinjr in the 
mine today. 

At least 10 of their number hud been iiilled. .Some were 
dying. Some were pregnant women already in labor. All 
were weak from hunger./ 

The Germans committed the atrocity Inst Saturday when 
an American infantry company of 79lh division swunjf ~ 
for^the kill on the heavily defended mining area.

Mps Say Hitler Will 
Seek Refuge in Japan 

MOSCOW, March 28 (/T^— A Romanian diplomat en 
route homo from Tolcyo Bn\d totlay the Japanese oxpect 
Hitler, Himmler and MuBsolini to seek refuge in Japan "al- 
most any time" now that German's cause seema hopelea."). 

"The fact is, they've been expecting them for a long 
time," declared the diplomat. Victor Guixulcsco, former 
member of the Romanian embassy staff in Tokyo. 

He said the Japanese did 
not appear particularly pleas- 
ed about the prospect of giv- 
ing shelter to nazi or fascist 
leaders, fearing it may only 
mnlfe life harder for them 
than it already is. 

Gutxuleaco. who traveled through 
Manchuria on his way here, sM 
he had found an unmistakable sphll 
of de/cnt provalUng everywhere 
among the Japoncse. AlUiough the 
press and radio ace cartylnj ot\ an 
Intensive campolgn to convince the 
people the)' will win the war, Oulxu- 
lesco said no Japanese with whom 
he had talked— including some army 
officers— really believed' It. 

He ndded cm ph a II call)', however, 
that aivyont who thinks Uie Jap- 
anese are going to quit Is gravely 
mistaken. 

Guuculesco attributed the spirit 
of defeat partly to recent American 
air raids, which wiped out entire 
blocks In Tokyo and reduced the 
Klandojd ol Uvlng there to lHHt 
better than a bare exbtcnco level. 

Food is so icarce In Tokyo, Gutxu- 
loscn snid, tliat no restaurants are 
oi>en and the entire population Li 
underweight. 

Contrary to Japanese expectations 
American air raids have done Utlli ' 
to dl<:riipt tran-^pcrt In Japan, he 
asserted.

Full Power 
Nazi Battleline 

PARIS, March 28 (U,R)— The seven allied armies of the we.it struck with' their fuU-Rr- 
mored power along the German 200-mile battleline east of tho Rhine today in n series ot 
break-throughs that Hcnt American tank columns to within 230 miles of Berlin. 

Hundreds of American and British tanka swept ahead of the advaticiag infantry dWi- 
Hions and raced almost unopposed across the flaming rcich anywhere from 20 !o 90 nilles 
beyond tfio Khine. The entire German front appeared to have disintegrated. 

Into a few blazing hours that threatened Germany with- 
her greatest military disaster of tho war were packed 
these developments: 

Tho American first army swept 60 milea or more beyond 
the middle Rhine to the outskirts of Giessen, 230 mileft 
Boitthwcit of Berlin, splitting through' the center of the 
wehrmacht front and outflanking Frankfurt-on-Main. 
■ Lieat.-Gen. George S. Patton's third army stormed inttf 
Prankfurt nnd 45 miles beyond in a free-sWinging-' drive 
for the viti\l factory city of Schwcinfurt, 30 road miles east 
of the Rhine. Patton's men unofficially were reported atrik- 
ing north near Fulda, 198 miles from Berlin and southeast 
■vithin 30-odd miloa of Nuernberg. 

The American seventh 
army broko out of its Rhine 
bridgehead south of Patton's 
men and raced ahead ti the 
Main river 35 miles east of 
the Rhine. 

The American ninth anny cracked 
Into the norlliem flank of the Ruhr 
and ouUIanked that great German 
arsenal with a surprise annored 
drive last reported flweephia swUUy 
eostward almost JO miles oaat of ui 
Rhine.

Prcsldcnl RoosevolL found IL ncces.sary to 
preface news of a 12 per cent cui In the civil- 
ian meal supply with a wiirnliiB that the 
country will have to tighten Us belt factore 
victory Is won. Ho also fell called upon lo as- 
sure the country that It will not starve, even 
though we seiul food to Europe lo avert .4lar- 
vfltlon there. 

It Is well lliat the President made this 
atatenicut. For in doing so !ic took cbgnlzance 
of an attitude which, though held by only a 
small minority of the public, has been ex- 
pressed with enough frequency and noise to 
require some olflclal notice. 

This attitude Insists upon the false assump- 
tion that, since we shall eventually win our 
two major wars, living ought to get easier as 
we get closer to victory. It holds that since 
Germany Is already reeling, the timo has 
come to ease up on restrictions. 

This attitude likewlBe places the blame for 
■ every shortage upon Woshlngton bungling 
and bureaucracy. There have been bungling 
and mistakes, to be sure. They have gone 
too long uncorrected and should be reme- 
died. But the great cause of shortage ob- 
viously Is the staggering expenditure of all 
sorts of supplies every day. an expenditure 
■which continues and grows while our labor 
force diminishes. 

Then there Is the attitude toward sending 
lood to Europe which Implies thai wp should 
be fed In peacetime abundance, no matter 
what happens to the rest of the world. 

ThJa ImpUcaUon Is vagilely supported by 
the assumption that we here In the United 
States are unbombed and comfortable as a 
reword for some special virtue of our own 
attainment. With that Is the corollary as- 
sumption that European civilians somehow, 
and for some reason, arc getting only what 
tJiey deserve. 

..Mr. Roosevelt Invoked justice and decency 
as .reasons lor denying ourselves a little bo 
03 to save Europeans from actual starvation. 
It may be hoped that such a plea will move 
those who have talked of "starving" this 
country while "our butter Is used to grease 
Russian boots." But If It will not. perhaps 
hard-headed business reasons might. 

The years between the two World wars 
amply demonstrated that depression is a 
contagious thing, and that this country can't 
grow rich when Its neighbors are poor. How 
then can we hope for a prosperous America In 
a postwar world full of wrecked cities and 
farms, and populated by sick, exhausted peo- 
ple. Reconstruction and active world trade 
will bo hard enough to achieve without the 
added burden, economic as well as moral, of 
preventive sickness and death. 

This is not tcxay that we must or should 
weaken ourselves or cease trying to make our 
food production and distribution more ef- 
Ilclent, But we should end the insistence that 
a nation populated by immigrants should 
grow tat wJiJJo the kinsmen of Its anceatora 
go huhgry.
